Avenouan nine years hove 
elapsed, since the ‘event; the 
writer “recalls with complete 
vividness the solemn hush whieh 
passed through his battalion 
when its first casualty occurred 
in France. ‘The battition bad 
been only a day or two in the 
country and had been pushed up 
to the front to be broken in 0 
that it might take part in the - 
Battle of Neuve Chapelle. By 
platoons the men were being in- 
augurated into trench life under 
the tutelage of a hard-fghting 
regular battalion, and the lead~ 
ing contingent had hardly been 
more than afew hours in the” 
trenches when the first casually 
ocourred, a young, handsome 
and particularly gay’ fellow bo- 
ing killed by a sniper. ‘To thoso 
who had never been face to face 
with warfare before, the thing 
was preposterous, "outrageous, 
in fact almost ineredible—a man 
after months of training to die 
before there was time for him to 
strike a blow for his country. Tn 
‘a sector, too, which was at the 
moment quiet, although every- 
body knew that in a few days i¢ 
would blaze forth into battle, 
and then, of course, everybody. 
would expect casualties, but, in 
their ignorance of modern con- 
ditions, imagined it would be in 
‘a glorious mad charge against 
th enemy, 

Tt was in its way a rnde i 
troduction to war as waged in 
this century, although by no 
means so drastic as many others 
went through. Perhaps tho fact 
that it was one solitary tragedy 
‘created all the more profound: an 
impression, hence the dread 
solemnity ‘ofthe ovcasn. Tn 
comparison with the worl 

fhe "wor machine -whiah “had 
been set: i motion through ‘the 
events of 1914 the canna was 
insignificant, and by’ the. time 
that tho lists of” killed and 
wounded reached —stupendoux 
figures, when whole companies 
and even battalions disappeared 
in the carnage of the Somme 
and Ypres, those who were pro- 
sent at tht first incident were 
hurdened canpaigners and took 
a different view of casualties, 
From the nature of the caso 
these losses represented to the 
battalion or company command- 
er a grievons decrease in his 
fighting powor and spells of 
hard training to bring the drafte 
taking their place up to concert 
pitch. Tn this thero ‘was no 
‘suggestion that, men were mere- 
ly cannon fodder, but the ease 
was that the war find to be won 
that everything had to bo saori- 
ficed to winning it, otherwiss 
tho liberty of nations which 
prized freedom above ull else 
was to disappear. 

‘Though, as all know too well 
to-day, war is the hardest of 
tackmasters, making sleves to 
duty of those engulfed in it, 
yet it has a. strange humunizing 
influence. Men made the most 
intimato and splendid friend- 
ships with people they never 
would have met in their ordin- 
ary civilian life, and when these 
disappeared in’ the maelstrom 
there was deep sorrow. ‘The 
leaders of the armies knew that 
every operation they initiated 
wonld result in death and blood- 
shed, but they had their ‘luty to 
d, though when the strain ‘and 
stress of battle were over there 
must have been many scenes 
similar to when Wellington sheg 
tears on being « presented with 
the casualty list of Waterloo. 
They likewise had to mourn 
their friends who went West iv 
these titanic encounters. ‘The 
[supreme tragolly was not, how-' 
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ever, for ‘these. ‘Tho. army 
mourued its thousands of slain, 
Dut each single one of these was 
mourned individually by 
some desolate mother or father 
with a grief unspeakable. ‘The 
‘consolation tbat their boy had 
bllen doing his duty to King 
and Country could only eome| 
Inter, but-with it must have 
come the realization that for alll 
timo their sacrifice would be an| 
incentive to high deeds for those 
succeeding them.
